Infonned the council that Inololla-

No Funds Now 

Mayor Lauterbach. In giving the 
green light to the project, pointed 
out no funds are available for a 
sewage plant now. If the project 
proves offensive to health and Uie 
senses, he declared, the courts con 
force the city t^ constmct a » 
age plant.

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SHAME ON BERNAno SHAW 
Bernard Shaw'5 contemptuous comments 
on tlic manners, culture and government of 
the United States probably got more publicity 
over hero than they deserve. And the only 
reason we are devoting more space to these 
barb.s of the ancient Irish sage Li that the 
latest ones perpetuate nn argument that 
needs challenging once again. 

Mr. Shaw disapproves the arrest of 12 top 
communists In this country, and .^ays so In 
the communist paper, the Dally Worker. He 
Is free and welcome to disapprove. But he Is 
too wise and responsible a man to lend his 
prestige In doing so to a familiar communist 
apology that he surely knows Is false. 

That apology, as Mr. Shaw expresses It, Is 
that "the founder of Christianity was a com- 
munist" and that advocating forceful and 
violent overthrow of the government "Is ex- 
actly what Woahlngton and Jefferson did, 
thereby creating the United States of Amer- 
ica." 

In the first remark he apparently wants us 
to ■believe that Marxlst-Lcnlnlst-Stallnlst 
communism Is the same thing as the com- 
munal shoring and ownership which Christ 
preached and his contemporary followers 
practiced, and which have been practiced 
through the ages before and after the begin- 
ning of Christianity. 

, Mr. Shaw knows that Christianity Is basi- 
cally a spiritual way of life, and that Marxism 
U a doctrine of materialism. He knows that 
economic theory Is only one offshoot of 
Christian teaching, while It Is the foundation 
of Marxism. 

Hb knows that Christianity odmlts free- 
dom of choice, by which one may determine 
to a considerable extent the course of his own 
destiny. He knows that Marxi.-im clings to the 
concept of "economic determinism," In which 
not only social changes but man's will are 
shaped by economic environment.- 

Finally It la clear to a far lesser mind than 
Mr. Shaw's that there Is no connection be- 
tween the Christian precepts of faith, hope 
and love, and the precepts of revolution, tyr- 
anny and terrorism In Marxlst-Lenlnlst-Sta- 
llnlst communism. Yet Mr. Shaw chidci 
"American legislators, ostensibly Christians," 
who "don't read the Bible, much less Karl 
Marx"— as If Marx ond the Bible taught the 
same gospel I 

As for the Shavian comparison between 
Washington. Jefferson and today's American 
communists, one would think that Its author 
was Ignorant of American history. Washing- 
ton and Jefferson represented colonists who 
■were the victims of rank discrimination and 
broken promises. Their revolution began as a 
defense against the attempt to enforce Injus- 
tice with guns and bayonets. 

American communist revolutionists enjoy 
all the rlghLs and privileges of their fellow 
citizens. They are not discriminated against 
as a party or class. They do ahare with their 
fellow citizens the obligation of allegiance 
to their own government. Thia obligation 
tJiey refuse to meet. Instead they work, as 
agents of a foreign power, for the overthrow 
of the very government that guarantees them 
their herlUge of rights and freedom. 

The argument that "Chrlat was a commun- 
ist" and "Washington- was a revolutionist" 
has been used for years on the gullible to per- 
suade them of Marxism's kinship to Chris- 
tianity and democracy. It la a shame to see 
Mr. Shaw, a non-revolutionary old aoclaJlat, 
trying to resell that argument to the Ameri- 
can people on thcatrength of hla distinguish- 
ed name. 



PROPHETS WITHOUT POLITICS 

Just as the politicians' dire warnings and 
rosy promises were reaching the peak of their 
campaign crescendo, some economists in the 
agriculture department Issued a prediction. 

Prom the way things look now, they said, 
we should have continued prosperity until 
1955. Given a relatively stable pence, they 
foresee employment and purcha.^lng power 
staying at or close to the 1048 level. 

It will be noted that there Is nothing said 
about whether our government In the next 
six years Is run by Republicans or Dcmo*^ 
crats or both. There Is nothing to Indicate a 
fear that one group would turn the country 
over to the Wall street financiers, or that 
the other would wreck the nation by bureau- 
cratic waste and Inefficiency. 

That's the difference between economists 
and campaigning politicians — even when the 
economists are working under a political od- 
mlnlstration.

Ono New Eng- 
land Democratlo leader * reported 
that a person very close to the 
Democratic national ticket hafl 
quoted to him a paraphrase of the 
letter. 

According to this venlon, Mr, 
Truman early In the camp.ilyn 
wrote to Mr. Iloruch reque»tlnl[ him 
to servo ns chairman of the finance 
committee of tho Democratic party. 

Mr. Barueh was sold to have re- 
plied that he had never done thla 
and this portion of the story was 
confirmed by him in hla furious 
and unprecedented denunciation ot 
tho PresldcnL 

His language waa the strongest 
that has been directed against ai\y 
occupant or the White House by 
any man ot comparable prominence 
and leadenlilp In modem times. Mr. 
Barueh Is probably the number one 
1a]-man ot the Jewish community in 
Iho United States. 



The imofflclal or "White House- 
version of the text of Uie letter— 
tor It almost certainly waa slipped 
Into circulation by the White House 
—had It thot the President unload- 
ed on Barueh an avalanche of 
abuse which was a premonition of 
the nasty personal cracks and In- 
sinuations against Governor Dewey 
and ex-Presldent Hoover which 
marked the dosing speeches or hla 
campalsn. 

He told Mr. Barueh, In erfecl. ac- 
cording to this veralon. that ho had 
always come looking for favors 
around the White House, but never 
waa willing to do a return favor 
or make any sacrifice or take any 
risk for tho parly. 

The "niiman letter also Is said to 
have referred to the ambassador- 
ship held by Mr. Boruch's brother. 
Dr. Herman B, Barueh, United 
States ambassador to The Nether- 
lands. The Intimation was said to be 
plain that Mr. Boruch's brother got 
his appointment as a party favor to 
Bernard Barueh. 

Aftar receiving the letter, 
Barueh was said to have hastened 
to Washington In great distress 
try to reach an understanding or 
reconciliation. He la further said to 
have cohiralted a friend who ttm- 
Boled him with a suggestion that 
some secretary had written the 



lYummn Utter and had ormtepped 
thi botmdi. 

Qtllt, aecDTdlng lo the ttrsloD of 
the Oemocratle authorities wtio'tm- 
questlonably saw to the clrcuUUon 
of the itory, Mr. 'numan heard 
■bout thli and sent bick word that 
He wrote it perscoally and lUU 
meant every word of it. 

This then was the version ot a 
historlo episode that was preicnteil 
to Mr. Barueh with a request for 
direct comment for pubHo quotation. 
In leu detail It hii been in clrctila- 
Uon In the stork olub and other 
political hangouts for weeks. 

First. I asked him to give me a 
tniB copy of the whole letter and 
he refused. 

I then began ouUltilng the fon-

At least 13 persona were Injured 
In the first outbreak at the northern 
mine. Later the Rovemmcnt forces 
opened a-'-wulta described by a 
respondent on tho r*ene as a 
scale military operation. 

Each lime the troops tried to 
break Uirough the barricades, the 
nirlkero sent a sheet of flame sur- 
Rlng over the moat, and rorced 
them back. Police said the nlrlkcra
